seller was

greatest evil in our present day sys­ 
tem of m arketing grain. 
Mr. Calla­ 
han c i t e d Bom i of Trade rules and 
many no tam es of m arket conditions 
!i 8up(H>rt of his contention. 
Mr. Cummings in his addresses laid 
special 
emphasis 
on 
the 
points from his addresses: 
Since the war time peak of living 
costs, a .el taking into account an a c ­ 
tual increase in the cost of living since 
Is- t .June there has only been a rc- 
uaction ol 1,7 
since the h.gll peak 
time, 
on the other hand, farm pro­ 
ducts have been cut in price since last 
June an uvemgu of 8 0 % .

With 
the situation almost intolerable there 
would be a revolution in any other 
country, hut thanks to our civilization,

The farm er is the only m anufacture 
with nothing t<> say j^bout the selling 
of nis good- and th^ only m anufactur- 
cr that the world could not get along 
without.

Ma nufa cture d 
products sta rte d whe re the y ha d be e n 
a nd ma inta ine d a n e qua l spre a d with 
the rising price of gra in. 
The loss to 
consume rs ca nnot be e stima te d 
Ail 
this wa s cla ime d to be ma nipula tion 
and has not be e n dispute d. 
The next wallop taken a t farm ers 
by the same public official was a rec­ 
ommendation that tho Big Five P a ck ­ 
ing companies r»strict purchase, esp e­ 
cially of hogs with the result that 
one-third or more was cut off the price 
of hogs. 
The third big wallop was the re­ 
fusal to accept Cuban sugar at €c a 
pound.
